':(should serve more than one term of hyo years. He points out 
•ithat this is the practice in New Hampshire and Vermont and 
^expresses his belief lhat il is a wise policy, as it enables the 
•governor to administer his office "free from political influence 


, 'and solely in (he public service."

"Thai is the view of those who endorse the single-term theory 


tint there is another side lo the question, as is made plain by 
Governor Cox-when he says he cannot "believe it a wise 
.policy to deprive a state official of the incentive lo strive to 
make his record such that it would entitle him to re-election. 


There are the two views, and, as stated, there are.arguments 


in favor of both. 
What may be called the single-term men 


•profess to believe that if an ofiicial knows he. is lo serve but 


' one term he will be prompted lo do.his^csl without fear ol lhc 
-consequences, whereas if he is eligible,to re-eledion he is liable 
lo "play politics" in order to bring it about.'
